S.O. 5470,—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by Hection 0 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspec¬ 
tion) Act, 19(13 (22 of 1963), it is necessary or expedient to amend the notification 
of the Government of India in (he late Ministry of Commerce No, S.O. 1771, dated 
the 7th June, I960 in the manner specified below for the development of the export 
trade of India: 

And whereas the Central Government has formulated the proposals specified 
below for the said purpose and has forwarded the same to the Export Inspection 
Council as required by sub-rule (2) of rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control 
and Inspection) Rules, 1964; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the said sub-rule, (he Central Government 
hereby publishes the said proposals for the Information of the public likely to 
he affected thereby. 

2. Notice is hereby given that any person desiring to forward any objection or 
suggestion with respect to the said proposals may forward the same within thirty 
days from the date of publication of this notification to the Export Inspection 
Council, ‘World Trade Centre’, 14/IB, Ezra Street (7th floor), Calcutta-1. 
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Proposal 

1. The notification of the Government ol India in the iate Ministry of Com¬ 
merce No, S.O. 1771, dated the 7th June, 1966, shall be amended as follows, 
namely:— 

In paragraph 1 of the said notification, alter sub-paragraph (3), following sub¬ 
paragraph shall be inserted, namely:— 

‘‘(41 recognises— 

(a) the specifications for laundry soap as set out in the Annexure to this 
notification, 

(bl specifications in the export contract, provided that such specifications 
do not fall below the requirements prescribed in the said Annexure. 
as the standard specifications for laundry soap.". 

Annexure 

(Standard specifications for laundry soap) 

General Requirements: 

1, Ingredients. —The laundry soap shall be a well-saponified homogeneous com¬ 
pound made from appropriate proportions of fats or fatty acids, soda and other 
builders and additives. The ingredients shall be non-injurlous to health and safe. 
The colour and odour shall be as mutually agreed between the buyer and the 
exporter. 

2 . Shape—The laundry soap shall be made In the form of bars, firm cakes, 
(lakes, powder or any other physical shape specified by the buyer. 

3, Packing .— The laundry soap shall be securely packed in sturdy wooden or 
cardboard packing cases. Unless otherwise agreed to between the buyer and the 
exporter, the packaging instructions given below shall be followed to prevent 
damage In storage and transit, 

(1) For cakes and bars .— The cakes and bar pieces shall be packed with water¬ 
proof wrapper. 

( 2 ) For soap powder, chips and flakes. —The soap powder, chips and flakes 
shall be packed In containers made of polythene or equivalent plastic, or in paper 
cartons. 

(3) Fdr liquid soap .— The liquid soap shall be packed In well-closed, leakproof, 
metal or glass containers, 

4. Chemical requirements. —The laundry soap, made in various shapes, shall 


confirm to the following chemical requirements, namely:— 

(i) Bur »oap 

(i) Total Fatty Acids, percent by weight, minimum. 42.00 

(11) Moisture and matter volatile at 105 * C, percent • • ■ • • 30,00 

by weight (determined by distillation with volatile solvent ), maximum 

(iiil Free alkali, calculated as NaCH, percent by weight, maximum . . 0.2 

(lv) Chlorides, calculted as NaCl percent bv weitht, maximum , , . 1 .00 

(j) Powder Soap : 

(1) Total fatty acids, percent by weight, minimum. 40.00 

(ii) Alcohal Insolubles, percent by weight, maximum • ■ ■ ■ 30.00 

(iil) Free alkali, calculated as NaCH , percent by weight, maximum , 0-20 

(lv) Chlorides, calculated as NaCl percent by weight, maximum . . . i-oo 


The liquid laundry soap shall be an aqueous solution of primarily potash soaps, 
made from oils, fatty acids or mixtures, meant as a general purpose soap for use 
in homes, restaurants, public washrooms etc. It shall meet the following require¬ 
ments, namely: — 

(i) Total fatty matter, percent by weight, minimum 15,00 

(ii) Alcohol Insoluble percent by weight, maximum 0.50 

(iii) Free alkali calculated as KOH percent by -weight, 

maximum 0.05 

(iv) When kept at 5'C for 24 hours, the soap shall remain 

a clear solution, without any separation or sedimen¬ 
tation.
